MIND JACK: ORIGIN

Shinsou Hitoshi, UA’s favorite hero-hopeful, is well 
on his way to becoming the world’s favorite under- 
ground hero! It’s been a lifelong struggle for this 
underdog—from a childhood dreaming of being a 
hero to his schoolyard struggles against the stigma 
of a ‘villainous’ quirk, Shinsou has rebelled against 
a world that wasn’t quite made for people like him 
and, in the process, has contributed to making sure 
people with quirks like his are more accepted. 


Let’s take a look at how the hero Mind Jack came to 
be—and where he came from. 


“For as long as I can remember, I never wanted any- 
thing more than to become a hero,” Shinsou tells us 
as he starts to talk about his very own origin story. 
“T spent my entire childhood dreaming up Mind Jack 
and hoping there’d be a future where I could be like 
the heroes I saw on the television.” 


He laughs quietly— “I doodled his costume on my 
papers, even when I started at UA. I thought up the 
headlines I imagined myself featured in, even wrote 
stories about Mind Jack’s adventures as a hero. I’ve 
always been a hero daydreamer. It’s all I’ve ever 
wanted.” 


The road to heroics hasn’t been a smooth one for 
Shinsou, though, and has been far bumpier than 

his classmates’ own journeys. Unlike many other 
hero daydreamers, Shinsou’s quirk had never been 
described as heroic, nor had it ever been described 
as good, helpful, or even powerful as a child. Brain- 
washing was very different from the typical emitter 
quirks, and there was one way that Shinsou had most 
often heard his quirk described, a word that would 
stick around in his head for years and years, never 
quite letting him forget— 


“Villainous,” Shinsou says, a little softer. “They al- 
ways Said it like it was some sort of curse. 


They never let me forget it. It wasn’t just the kids— 
it was the teachers, other parents, and any kid or 
adult that interacted with me. To me, it started to 
seem like everyone held the subconscious belief that 
someone’s quirk was their personality. So if I hada 
villainous quirk... that must mean I was a villainous 
kid.” 


It’s definitely true that some hold that belief, and it’s 
not quite a secret, given that it’s something that the 
infamous Meta Liberation Army based their beliefs 
on. Shinsou tells us about how he’d experienced a 
more subconscious degree of that belief in his child- 
hood and how it had changed the way people looked 
at them. 


“Some people still look at me that way,” Shinsou adds 
with another small laugh. “Interviewers, especially. 
Not you, of course, but people who aren’t used to me. 
I don’t think people even realize what biases they 
hold against people with quirks like mine.” 


In his childhood, Shinsou says he often got the same 
reaction to his quirk: hesitation and sudden cold- 
ness, as they were suddenly on guard around him. He 
insists that in a way, he understands this reaction, 
and that he’s taken the last few years to try to sym- 
pathize a little with those who rejected him in his 
younger years. After all, he says, he had the power to 
take total control over someone and make them do 
whatever he wanted. What else could a person like 
that be except villainous? 


But our hero-hopeful never considered using his 
quirk for negative purposes. In fact, quite the op- 
posite. According to him and everyone around him, 
there was nothing Shinsou Hitoshi wanted more than 
to become a hero, even with his widely considered 
‘villainous’ quirk.

That want stayed with him through the years, as he 
became older and, by his own admission, more and 
more cynical and jaded to the world around him and 
the beliefs it held. But, like the favored soon-to-be 
hero that we know and love, he kept going and that 
want to be a hero refused to leave and always sat at 
the back of his mind reminding him of how much he 
dreamt of being like the pro-heroes that surround 
our society. 


That want was what brought him to the gates of UA 
on the day of his entrance exam though even Shinsou 
says he wasn’t sure why he’d come at the time. 


“1’m not sure why I took the exam on that day.” Shin- 
sou shrugs with a sigh, looking almost as if he wants 
to change the subject. “Did I think I’d pass? Absolute- 
ly not. The exam changes every year, you know, but 
it always fundamentally stays the same. The bottom 
line is that if you don’t have a quirk that affects you 
or others physically, you can’t pass it. Even my own 
mentor couldn’t pass it, and he took the entrance 
exam ages ago.” 


Shinsou is correct in everything he says. Past UA en- 
trance exam records are public knowledge. The test 
changes each and every year, but some things stay 
the same. Most notable is the fact that students with 
non-physical or psychological quirks are very unlike- 
ly to pass. Critics of UA have pointed this out in the 
past, but it remains an issue. Others say that since 
UA has policies in place that allow students to move 
into the hero course if they’re deemed fit by faculty, 
it’s an issue that doesn’t need fixing. Shinsou is one 
of the students who happened to move from General 
Studies and into the Heroics course at UA—but it was 
a move that had taken him a lot of time, effort, and 
frustrations to complete.

“T saw them,” Shinsou tells us now. “I tried to stay 
away, but I saw them. It’s fine. It’s not like I wasn’t 
expecting it.”

It’s something peo- 
ple look forward to every year, and it’s no secret that 
seeing a student like Shinsou featured was a first.

Battle Fist: [laughs] Thank you! I owe 
it all to Earphone Jack, really.

Earphone Jack: /laughs/] No, not at 
all! I guess we both got the call from 
our agencies at the same time, and 
happened to make it to the scene. 

It was a pleasant surprise, though, 
and I feel we worked together really 
well. 


Interviewer: I can confirm that you 
did! Have you two teamed up before? 
Battle Fist: No, we haven’t! Back in 
high school Creati and I went on a 
few internships together, but that 
was the closest I got to teaming up 
with Earphone Jack. 

Earphone Jack: Creati told me all 
about it though, and she said that 
you were an amazing partner. And 
yeah, though unfortunately we 
hadn’t teamed up, I knew of Battle 
Fist both through our classes work- 
ing together and against each oth- 
er, she always had a way of being a 
natural leader for her class.

It’s in- 
credibly admirable! 

Earphone Jack: There’s no doubt 
that the hero industry is mostly male 
dominated. If we’re being honest, so 
are most of the most popular jobs in 
Japan. But being a hero was always 
a dream of mine, and regardless of 
what was stopping me, that’s what I 
wanted to pursue. To save people, to 
help those in need, that comes first, 
and I’m sure I can say the same for 
Battle Fist. My advice is just hon- 
estly, go for it. If you love it and you 
work hard enough, it doesn’t matter 
how difficult it may be. 

Battle Fist: I completely agree. I 
grew up a bit of a tomboy, if ’m 
honest, and I was always surrounded 
by boys, but that was what I chose. 

I was comfortable around them, 
more than I was around the girls. 
The main thing that kept me going 
when it got hard and the thing that 
keeps me going today, is to not let 
them underestimate you. Introduce 
yourself as strong, as that’s all you'll 
be seen as. Once you’ve got their re- 
spect, their admiration? There is no 
way youre going to fall behind or be 
disadvantaged. We’re all strong and 
capable women, and we’re on the 
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same level that men are, regardless 
of what anyone says. We just need to 
recognise that, and that’s what sets 
us back sometimes. Give yourself the 
credit you deserve. If you want to 

be a hero, if that’s your dream, own 
that! Grab it with both hands and 
kick its a*s! You’ve got what it takes! 
Just believe in yourself, work hard, 
and don’t hold back. That’s the atti- 
tude that I feel guided me through 
becoming a hero, the ups and downs 
of it all. Never doubt your potential, 
or your strength. 


Interviewer: Wow, that’s....that’s 
very inspirational, Battle Fist. I’m 
sure many of our readers needed to 
be told that, thank you. 

Battle Fist: It’s no problem at all, 
don’t worry. 


Interviewer: Thank you again. Okay, 
another question that’s just me being 
curious. Battle Fist, you mentioned 
growing up as a bit of a tomboy. For 
the both of you, what was your life 
like growing up, if you don’t mind 
me asking? What hobbies did you 
have, and was your goal always the 
same—to be a hero? 

Battle Fist: Mine was pretty simple, 
I always liked to be a leader and help 
people, and I thought heroes were 
super cool. My parents were always 
supportive, and had a great attitude 
towards life. They really kept me 
going. And yes, once I’d heard about 
being a hero, that was immediately 
my life goal, and that didn’t change 
once. 

Earphone Jack: Well, I think my life 
was a little different? I mean, noth- 
ing too crazy. I don’t think I actual- 
ly made up my mind on that being 
my future career until I was 15, and 
enrolled in my first year at U.A. My 
family was always huge on music, 


my father in particular, and the love 
for music and punk-rock definitely 
ran down to me. I was always lis- 
tening to music, to bands, seeing 
performers live, playing whatever 
instrument I could get my hands on. 
For a while, my dream was to follow 
in my family’s footsteps. To make 
music. To perform, to sing, to play 
guitar, to feel the thrill of perform- 
ing. I performed a lot when I was 
younger, but it kind of drifted off, 
and my self-confidence was what 
held me back from that dream, hon- 
estly.

About six months before his high school entrance, he rededicated himself to getting 
into UA, even as a quirkless kid. And something in that training unlocked a power within him. A power 
that he’s using to save the world. 


We’ve all seen the news reports and interviews. Your son has certainly made his presence felt in 
high-stakes battles and rescues across Japan. What’s it like to watch that, as his mother? 


She laughs, with a great, gulping mirth that borders on the hysterical. 


Do you want to know the truth? 


It’s terrifying! Every time my alert chimes, I pray that my baby isn’t putting himself in harm’s way. But 
well, you’ve seen him. Harm is just...his best friend. I used to scold him, about all the injuries and reck- 
lessness, but I suppose that’s just part of being a hero. 


Do you ever wonder what might have happened, if his quirk hadn’t manifested? Ever dream of a 
world where he isn’t in the thick of things? 


While he was at UA? Constantly! I must have started the withdrawal paperwork half a dozen 
times. I mean, you remember what his class was like. But his teachers helped 
me get over wishing that he’d stayed quirkless, stayed safe. Helped me 

realize his potential, and see his destiny. 


And now? Honestly, I think he’d have found a way to be a 
hero anyway. Even quirkless, impossible as that may seem. 
My Izuku has always had an unbreakable determination, 
and he was training like a mad man and analyzing quirks 
with the best of the months before that first quirk-en 
enhanced punch. His goal was always UA, his future 
career was always hero, his idol was always 
All Might. Having a quirk was...secondary...to 
all that. 


So I’m grateful for his powers. Even 

with the danger, and the broken bones, and 

the fear. Because my baby was always going 

to beahero. But at least this way, he has 

powers and a squad capable of protecting 
him (while he’s busy protecting everyone 
else). 


At least that’s what I tell myself, every 

time I see him in some new peril. No matter 
how I feel, he loves being a hero and 

he makes sure to do his best every day. It’s 
his life goal, what brings him joy, even when 
times are hard, and who am I do hold him 
back from that?

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EXCLUSIVE INTERVIEW WITH THE 


EVERYTHING HERO: CREATI 


Recently I had the pleasure and privilege 
of conducting a short interview with the 
Everything Hero: Creati, also known as 
popular UA graduate Momo Yaoyorozu. I 
was able to ask her a few questions about 
what it is like in the daily life of a pro 
hero and her relations with her former 
classmates. 


Q: It’s been a few years now since you 
graduated from UA. Do you still keep in 
contact with your former classmates, like 
the pro heroes Ground Zero and Shouto? 
A: Yes, we’re still all very close friends. 
Earphone Jack and I just went out to 
lunch yesterday after we saved that train 
from a villain attack. We work really well 
together so we often do cases together, 
and Chargebolt works well with Earphone 
Jack so he comes along a lot. I’ve noticed 
that our class has split into groups that 
have complementary quirks, and though 
those groups change often depending 

on who is around during a fight, it’s just 
something interesting. But long story 
short, yes we all do keep in contact and 
we often meet up just to have fun some- 
times. Those days are always fun and 
remind me of our school days. 


Q: Speaking of Earphone Jack, you two 
have been noticed to be very close beyond 
just resolving crises together. Just yes- 
terday after that lunch you were talking 
about, reporters saw you entering the 
same apartment building together.

Do you live in the same building perhaps? 
How exactly would you define your rela- 
tionship with her? 

A: We share an apartment, and we have 
since we graduated. We’re just very close 
best friends, you know, I guess that’s how 
I would define us. I probably know her 
better than anyone else, so yeah, I’d just 
say we are extremely close friends. 


Q: Changing subjects here, how do you 
recover from hard battles like the one last 
week against that fire villain? Even the 
hero Shouto was having trouble with his 
ice and it took multiple pro heroes to take 
down the villain after countless people 
had been injured. Obviously, every bat- 
tle can’t be as easy as the train situation 
yesterday, so how do you deal with the 
harder ones? 

A: We do our best to stick together after 
the particularly bad battles and make 
sure we’ve done absolutely everything we 
can before we leave. Usually by then most 
of our class has gathered together to fight 
the villain, so we go to someone’s home to 
recover - that’s usually mine and Jirou’s 
or Midoriya’s. We patch each other up 
and if someone is feeling really bad about 
someone they weren’t able to save, which 
there’s always someone we were too late 
getting to during those battles, there’s 
always someone we have regrets about 
not being able to get to, but we always try 
to comfort each other as best we can and 
tell them that we did all we could. 
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Q: What is your daily schedule like, asa 
pro hero? 

A: [Id like to think it’s about like anyone 
else’s. I sleep in too late like everyone 
else and I go to meetings like everyone 
else, though I guess the meetings aren’t 
the kind of thing everyone would experi- 
ence. I have to meet with the police often 
to discuss charges against villains and 
there are always lots of trials I have to 

go to in order to make sure the villains 
face justice. I almost became a lawyer 
before I really found my passion for being 
a hero, you know, so those trials usually 
don’t take long but they’re exhausting all 
the same. And then of course you get the 
villain attacks that come out of nowhere 
so you always have to be ready to fight 

in whatever clothes you have and with 
whatever you have on you, which isn’t too 
bad for me since I can use my Quirk to 
make weapons I need. But I guess my dai- 
ly schedule varies from day to day, based 
on whatever the villains want to do and 
what the police need from me. 


Q: Do you ever regret becoming a pro 
hero? I mean, surely it can’t be easy, es- 
pecially with the increase in crime lately 
that you’ve seen. You’ve faced more hard 
battles in the last few years than Japan 
has seen in history. 


A: No, I will never ever regret becoming 
a pro hero. Yes, it’s hard and we get hurt 
badly and we feel guilty about those we 
couldn’t save and we will carry that guilt 
for a long time, for the rest of our lives 
quite possibly, but I will always love be- 
ing a pro hero. If I had chosen something 
else to do with my life, then there would 
be one less person fighting crime out 
there and more people could have gotten 
hurt and lost their lives, and I would be 
completely helpless to fight as well. Be- 
sides, we get to have fun too, doing these 
interviews and such, so even though it’s 
hard, it’s not always fighting and getting 
hurt. It is always worth any amount of 
pain to be a pro hero and I wouldn’t have 
it any other way.

Uravity’s Favorite Routine: 
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WHERE “THE BIG THREE 
ARE TODAY 


P.. heroes formerly known as “The Big 
Three” at Japan's most acclaimed hero 
school, UA Academy, have made many 
advancements in their careers since they 
graduated. The question we’re exploring is 
how have they improved their lives and hero 
careers since graduating from UA? Luckily, 
we were able to ask each member of The Big 
Three: Lemillion, Suneater, and Nejire-chan, 
legal names being Togata Mirio, Amajiki 
Tamaki, and Nejire Hadou respectively, some 
questions regarding their current status as 
heroes. 


After graduating from high school, they 
decided to open their own agency, TreTerra, 
meaning three trillion, to pay homage to 
their high school title. Their agency has been 
successful throughout the years it has been 
open and has provided a job for over one 
hundred intern, debuting, and pro heroes. 


When asked about why the group decided to 
pursue creating their own agency, Lemillion 
answered, “We wanted to do something good for 
our community and for other people like us. Our 
decision to put in the work to build a new place 
for heroes to work brought us closer together as 
friends, partners, and heroes. Even though there’s 
been bumps along the way, we don’t regret our 
decision in running this agency.” 


This was a refreshing statement to hear after so 
many agencies have collapsed due to the founders 
losing interest in the upkeep. Aside from their 
dedication to their agency, the three heroes also 
have set aside time to volunteer in various loca- 
tions. They each have chosen a type of volunteer- 
ing that suits their own personal interests and 
strengths, so they can continue to pay it forward 
even when they’re solo. 


Lemillion has already put countless hours into 
helping the students at UA with their training. 


Every other week, he visits the school and 
performs different tests and mock battles with 
them to help them prepare themselves for the pro 
hero scene, much like he did for the students in 
the famous Class 1-A when he was a third-year at 
the academy. 

Suneater coordinates with a local restaurant to 
put together a special and filling meal once a week 
for the homeless in the area, which has been a 
booming success in the year the program has been 
in existence. People from all around have donated 
to the restaurant and have even put money toward 
a nearby homeless shelter due to the program. 


“T want to provide good food for people who don’t 
get to experience it, and I’m very fortunate to be 
able to give that. As a hero, I usually don’t get to 
help people in their day-to-day lives, but in dire 
situations, so being able to provide a life staple to 
these people is really a dream come true to me,” 
Suneater explained. We were touched by his state- 
ment and his dedication to helping those around 
him. Even with his quiet and reserved manner, 
unlike his work partners, he’s been an inspiration 
to those around him. 


Nejire-chan has decided her way of helping out 
with the community is best done through some- 
thing she enjoys greatly--speaking. She has 


performed numerous presentations, which she 
describes as a sort of pep talk for people of all ages 
and quirk strengths. Her goal is to make everyone 
feel like they have something to offer to the world, 
regardless of what those around them think of them. 
When asked why she decided on this specific path, 
she responded with, “I used to have no filter when I 
was in high school. I said everything that was on my 
mind, whether it was kind or not, without thinking 
about how it may affect the people around me. When 
someone pointed out this fault, I got to thinking 
about how I could turn this personality trait of mine 
on its head to help people instead. Some of the girls I 
met at UA helped me--I told a couple of them some 
things that hurt them for a long time, but they still 
gave me more chances--and they used what I said to 
them as a means to think up this new goal. There are 
some kids out there who think they’re no good 
because they aren’t powerful enough or they have 
horns or wings that make them stand out. My goal is 
to take those things about them and make them feel 
good about them.” 


Each of the three heroes have put an incredible 
amount of care and energy into their careers and 
volunteering, which makes them great role models 
for the future generation of pro heroes. 


We asked them what it was like to be considered the 


most powerful students at UA during their time there, and what that opportunity 
did to influence them in the present day. 


Lemillion’s response was, “It was definitely stressful, but it helped all of us learn 
how to be at the top and not let that title get to our heads. Being at the top isn’t a 
privilege, but a responsibility. Others look up to you, even if you drop in the 
ranks, because you were once considered the best. And even if you are the ‘best,’ 
you need to know that there’s still improvements to be made.” 


The interviewers during this segment were in awe of his response, and the other 
two heroes in the trio seemed to be surprised by it too. Neither of them knew how 
to follow up, and agreed with Lemillion’s statement. 


What we can learn from The Big Three’s experiences and statements is there’s 
always room to be better. As a society, we can learn to be better, even when we 
think we are good enough. They’ve exceeded everyone’s expectations, by not only 
co-owning an agency together, but also volunteering individually and acting as 
heroes in more ways than one. They represent what a true hero should be like. 


We hope to see more incredible achievements from the ”The Big Three,” and hope 
to see their programs and agency blossom. They have the potential to do even 
greater things, with help from other current heroes and potential heroes-in-train- 
ing. The well-esteemed UA Academy was a huge piece in the three heroes’ experi- 
ence and should continue to be supported in the coming years. 


Not only should The Big Three be thanked for their good deeds, but every hero.

Kouda Koji has always been the long shot, just ask any bookie. 
A quiet and thoughtful man, his road to heroing wasn’t easy, 
even with a start at the famed (or perhaps, infamous) UA. 


Dawn is barely breaking when a sudden change in 
heading wakes me. It takes another fifteen minutes 
to pry myself out of bed, manage something resem- 
bling grooming and dressing, and make my way up 
to the deck of the 59-meter Kyuuju Maru, which has 
been my home for the last two weeks. 


As soon as I step out, I’m hit with a bracing gust of 
icy sea spray and the sounds of heroes at work. It 
only takes a moment to find my quarry; There, on 
the far side of the deck, Pro-Hero Anima is doing 
what he does best: using his quirk to fight for some 
of our most vulnerable planetary peers. 


This morning, our patient is a juvenile fin whale. 


Even though he’s not yet fully grown, the whale vo- 
calizing at our starboard bow is already an impres- 
sive 10-meters. As I reach the railing, the source of 
his distress is clear: somewhere in his journeys, he’s 
managed to pick up a buoy, probably from an illegal 
fishing venture. The impediment makes him vulner- 
able to predators and impacts his diving while the 
ropes leave painful lashmarks across his skin. 


As I try to get shots of the action, one of Anima’s in- 
terns happily fills me in on the history of the species 
and points out the adult whales watching our leader 
as he soothes their wayward child. The whole pod is 
here, drawn by Anima’s special animal-only broad- 
casts and offers of help. 


Anima is the primary point of contact between our 
mission and the animals we work with, but every- 
one here has a purpose. After all, a good team is 
critical in hero work, even here at the edge of the 
world. 


Anima recruits creatures of air and sea, sometimes 
for information gathering and sometimes 


But here in the deadly Southern Sea? 
He’s exactly what our planet needs 


as patients. The navigation team uses a mix of 
quirks and high-tech equipment to reach the head- 
ings laid out by our forward scouts (both human 
and animal). Once a client is located, Anima inter- 
views them and feeds information to either the vet- 
erinarian or rescue team, depending on the type of 
ailment and method of treatment. 


Today, it’s the rescue team’s turn to shine. 


It takes them less than an hour to perform a miracle. 
Anima keeps the whales calm, the skipper keeps the 
vessel steady, and a young intern (Code Name: Arc- 
tic Tern), uses his quirk to dive into the water and 
cut away the mooring lines. All the while, Anima, a 
man who never sought to lead, holds the reins. 


As the pod of grateful and graceful mammals swim 
off, we’re treated to the suspended rainbows of 
their breaching blowholes. After a few snaps, I give 
up on capturing the image and focus on just 
appreciating the moment. 


My guides seem to approve. 


We’re in the last leg of my deployment and I still ha- 
ven’t managed to get the captain for his one-on-one 
interview. With deadlines looming, I finally man- 
age to corner the poor man. Our interview takes 
place in his cabin, a large room made modest by 
the frankly impressive number of animals stowed 
away. There’s cats, mice, fish, and even a pair of 
injured albatrosses. Usually, patients are in and out 
in days, but when an animal needs special care, my 
host has no problem giving up his own quarters for 
the cause. We spend the first five minutes of the in- 
terview surveying the surrounding animals, but as 


soon as the talk of critters ceases, so does his voice. 


His reputation for shyness precedes him.

A man of few words, it’s not hard to see why this 
remote posting suits the UA alumni. I have a hard 
time imagining him surviving in the same class as 
some of his better-known peers (who among us 
will ever forget the Sports Festival debut of the 
so-called “cursed class” of UA?), but he’s quick to 
correct me. 


“Oh, no! It’s...everyone is like family, and like fami- 
ly, it can be loud without being too frightening.” He 
knits his fingers together before continuing. “Hon- 
estly, it’s because of heroes like Deku and Earphone 
Jack that I’m able to be a Pro today. The whole class 
supported me. I wouldn’t trade my placement with 
them for anything.” 


He relaxes, talking about his former classmates 
clearly helping him relax. Although I have to scoot 
my chair closer a few times, the interview pro- 
ceeds surprisingly well. 


So, you mentioned how much your louder class- 
mates helped you. Anything else you credit with 
your success today? 


Absolutely. Therapy. I have a wonderful cognitive 
behavioral therapist that I work with to manage 
my social anxiety. After all, it’s hard to be a hero if 
you let anxiety get the best of you. 


You’re very open with that. What do you think 
about mental health stigma in Japan and hero 
society today? 


I think it’s starting to turn, and that’s a great thing. 
Being involved in an attack, as a hero, bystander, 
victim, or even villain, is traumatic. Too many he- 
roes from previous generations have lost them- 
selves out of a fear of getting help. Being at the 
forefront is hard, but I hope my story inspires peo- 
ple to get out there to self-advocate. 


Speaking of saving the world, tell me more 
about your work here. What I’ve seen is certain- 
ly breathtaking. How did you come into this call- 
ing? 


Actually that connects back to the last question! 
During my hero internship, I struggled a lot with 
my feelings and needs. I felt like I was close to be- 
ing a real hero, and all the sudden, I was terrified 
that I couldn’t actually do it. That I’d freeze the 
minute I was at a crowded crime scene. There was 
a routine call that got a little out of control, and... 
well, I panicked, honestly. 


Once the villain was handled, I just...ran away. 
Found myself at the harbor, wanting to listen to 
the waves. But, while I was moping, I heard a call 
for help. One that only I could answer. There was 
a seal that had been caught in some mooring lines 
and was just...terrified. Suddenly, I was back in 
hero mode, and it was just...so comfortable. There 
I was, covered in seal poo and mud, cooing at this 
freaked out juvenile, when none other than Pro 
Hero Selkie appeared. 


No. I can imagine that was mortifying. 


Yes. I was so flustered. But he must have seen some- 
thing in me, or maybe my mentor (or his intern, 
Froppy) had mentioned me. But he just offered me 
a clean towel and a new perspective on heroing. He 
reminded me that hero work wasn’t always urban, 
and didn’t have to be. That’s something I lost sight 
of while at Yuuie. I spent the next summer intern- 
ing with him on the coast, and I knew I’d found my 
calling. 


So, do you have any favorite missions to share 
with our readers? 


Oh, there’s so many. I mean, any rescue that ends 
happy is great, but I’d have to say, those moments 
where we know it’s our intervention that saved 
lives are the greatest. Though catching poachers is 
powerful too, in a bittersweet way. 


Have an example? 


Absolutely! My first of those was a few years ago. 
We found a heavily pregnant minke in clear dis- 
tress. Her calf was overdue, but positioned in a fa- 
tal way. Any other day, with any other crew, they 
both would have died. But we intervened, and that 
was...something special. Everyone on this ship 
has an advanced certification of some kind. Arctic 
rescue swimming, veterinary medicine, crisis 
counseling, you name it. We don’t just rely on just 
quirks here. 


Anyway, I was able to hear her just...tragic calls 
for help, and at that point we had three peo- 

ple with advanced vet degrees. Between a farm 
animal, marine, and exotic vet, we were able to 
cobble together a whale-specific neonatal process 
that we thought might work. We got our divers 

in and were able to actually turn the calf and get 
him out safely. We actually ran across him again 
last year, still happily following his mama around. 
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That sounds rewarding. What made that rescue 
so special? 


Well, we know we’re doing good work out here, 
on the whole, but it’s not always so obvious. For 
example, most of our calls are for stomach pump- 
ing or line entanglement. Plastics and fishing 
lines are the bane of our existence, but sometimes 
animals can free themselves. We’ve seen gulls and 
seals self-rescue from plastics. Even seen elder 
sea turtles, warning the youngsters off the plastic 
bags (mistaken for jellyfish) that tend to kill new 
hatchlings. 


But no one else could have gotten that birth done 
smoothly. Marine obstetrics just...don’t happen. 
So knowing that we were their only hope, and 
that we were successful, was really powerful. 
Plus, pioneering techniques is always fun. We 
even made it into some veterinary science and 
rescue journals. 


Any heroes you look up to? 


Can I say all of them? No? Well, then I’d have to 
go with Ibara Shiozaki, better known as Vine! We 
didn’t interact much at UA, but she’s engaging in 
some amazing direct action, specifically against 
palm oil plantations. Really heroic stuff. 


What would you say to someone looking to be a 
hero? Maybe someone struggling socially? 


It’s going to be hard, but worth it. Lean on the peo- 
ple around you and the professionals available in 
your community, and know that you aren’t alone. 


For everyone else, being a hero starts every day 
when you wake up in the morning. You don’t have 
to have a powerful quirk to save the world. One 
of the vets on that minke birth? Totally quirkless. 
And unathletic. But she has a great brain and heart 
and drive, and that’s all she needed to help us save 
lives. You have the power to change the earth for 
the better, every single day. 


Any tips for our readers on making your job eas- 
ier? 


Please, if you take away anything from this arti- 
cle, phase out your use of single-use plastics. 80% 
of my days are spent helping fish, mammals, and 
birds throw up nasty bits of fast-food wrapping 
and single-use packaging. 
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Convenience is great, but not when it costs the life 
of another being. Metal, wood, cardboard, and even 
hard plastic and silicone straws are a great option, 
and similar substitutions are available for every- 
thing from takeaway containers to grocery bags. 


We'd love to have all of you join the Anima Hero 
Team! All that’s required is an open heart and a 
focus on thoughtful consumption. We might even 
get decoder rings! 


Good to know. We’ll be sure to spread that mes- 
sage to the readers. Any plans for the future? 


We’ve talked about adding on to the rescue fleet, 
and we’re in talks with a few hero and general 
education schools the Oceania region to take on 
more interns. Other than that, we’ll just keep en- 
joying the beauty around us and the beings we get 
a chance to help out here. 


No action figures then? 


Ha, oh no. Not unless there’s a sudden spike in 
my popularity. And advances in non-plastic toy 
manufacturing. 


Our interview ends, with Anima still blushing 
rather impressively at the thought of new merch.. 
Still, here in the middle of nowhere, it’s easy to 
see consumerism through his eyes. 


I don’t know that I’1] be able to live up to the po- 
tential Koji Kouda sees in me, but it’s appealing to 
try. I’ll still be grabbing my yearned-for chai latte 
when we dock, but first I’ll dig out my old reus- 
able travel mug. After all, I’ve made friends with 
some of these creatures over the last two weeks, 
and decent friends don’t trash each other’s homes. 


It’s the dawn of a new day, and with Koji Kouda 
leading the way, maybe we really can make a bet- 
ter world. One change at a time.

Online news sites call her “the most un- 
recognizable face in fashion” yet despite 
that cheap attack, Toru Hagakure is be- 
coming a well-known name in cutesy, 
girly fashion, especially Lolita. When she’s 
not absorbed in her hero work, she loves 
to coordinate Lolita outfits, also known as 
“Coords” for short, and is even working on 
her own clothing line. She says she picked 
the name after hearing it in a J-POP song. 
Her brand, “Baby Maybe”, is due to be re- 
leased in the Spring of next year. 


Another growing name in underwater fash- 
ion is Tsuyu Asui. What started as a chari- 
ty photoshoot to raise money for an ocean 
cleanup has led to a whole new career ina 
niche only Tsu can fill. She claims that a di- 
sastrous ocean spill from last year that left 
a coastal aquatic biosystem a wreck was 
what incited her to look into other ways to 
raise funds for charity work. “I was never 
really interested in it before,” Tsu says, “But 
when I heard about the modeling fundrais- 
er, I figured it would be worth a shot, and it 
really grew on me!” 

Modeling may have been an undiscovered 
passion for Tsuyu but her true passion has 
always been for the environment. Aside 
from doing physical hero work, Tsuyu is 
also an everyday hero advocating for our 
aquatic habitats. She has grown into a pop- 
ular poster child for “No Littering!” PSAs. 


Mina Ashido started out as a Youtuber 
doing weird and often risky activities, 
including everything from eating weird 
foods to viral social media challenges to 
filming prank videos. She originally began 
as a streamer, recording her hero work, 
including fights and confrontations. Her 
light-hearted attitude, bright energy, and 
humor often made people feel at ease. Some 
clips from her stream have even been in- 
cluded in “Year’s Funniest Villain Confron- 
tation” compilations. 


She got her big break when a representative 
from the BIZARRO! TV network reached out 
to Mina upon seeing her work online and 
asked her to host their latest Variety Show, 
“Acid Trip!” The network executives claim 
that the two are like a match made in heav- 
en. “Acid Trip!” has similar bits to her old 
youtube channel, including the “weird and 
dangerous” food challenges (which typically 
involved sour, spicy, and acidic foods), but 
also introduces new features such as speed 
quizzes with punishment games for wrong 
answers, live comedy bits, and other games 
with a variety of guests that include, but 
are not limited to, other pro heroes, celebri- 
ties, comedians, J-POP idols, and so on! 
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Momo Yaoyorozu 


Momo Yaoyorozu collaborates with archi- 
tects to design the inside rooms of the latest 
modern buildings, often using furniture she 
made herself using her creation Quirk. She 
scours through many magazines and furni- 
ture catalogs for inspiration. When asked 
about any difficulties in her line of work, 
she says, “There is the occasional bump in 
the road where a company will get mad that 
an item was recreated without payment so 
we tend to avoid recreating the item exactly 
as they did. I often like to add my own flair 
to the things I make!” She is also working 
on an etiquette book based on her posh up- 
bringing. 


When asked about being seen at a Women’s 
Rights Parade with Ochaco and why she 
felt such was necessary, she says, “Men can 
easily become villains unintentionally, or 
even intentionally, all because they don’t 
know how to properly approach or address 
a woman. They might never see themselves 
like this, but the women they’ve hurt will 
remember them as everyday villains for the 
rest of their lives.” 


Ochaco Uraraka 


Having learned martial arts during her time 
at UA High from Pro Hero Gunhead, Ochaco 
Uraraka continues to give lessons alongside 
him in her spare time. She does self-defense 
classes every Tuesday and Thursday eve- 
ning at his dojo. Thursdays are said to be 
specifically geared towards women. When 
asked about this, she says that women expe- 
rience significantly more physical and sexu- 
al harassment than men all over the world. 
Quirkless women are especially at risk. 


“My friend Momo would always say that we 
need to teach our boys better, and I agree. 
Martial arts is a good way to protect your- 
self but also to teach boundaries, and until 
boys learn how to respect girls’ boundaries, 
I’ll be here teaching them how to do it them- 
selves.” When asked more about Momo’s 
civil rights work, Ochaco says, “I don’t really 
understand politics, but I do understand that 
we are still fighting for civil rights in this 
day and time. I’m just trying to help in the 
way that I can.” 


Kyouka Jirou 


Earphone Jack is more than Kyouka Jirou’s Pro Hero Name, it’s also her stage name when she 
performs her latest songs for thousands of adoring fans! Raised by music-loving parents, they 
were absolutely elated when they discovered they also had a music-loving child. “[My par- 
ents] made me love music, especially rock,” says Kyouka, “We were definitely a rock house- 
hold.
